(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  publi.shed  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newsjiaper  freely  circulating 
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in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week.

principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  depai'ted  from.
